1. Assemble Base Shelf (D) Lay the Side Assemblies (A) on the floor with the grooved surfaces facing up. 
Make sure the larger pre-drilled holes on the Side Assemblies face outward. Slide the Base Shelf Assembly (D) 
in between the Side Assemblies (A) with the profiled edge facing forward. Please ensure that the Base Shelf 
(D) is slanted forward. While resting its front edge on the bottom aprons of the Side Assemblies (A), push the 
back edge of the Base Shelf (D) to rest on the aprons. Secure with Allen Head Bolts (G), Lock Washers (H) 
and Flat Washers (I) using the Allen Head Wrench (J). Do not fully tighten at this time. 

2. Assemble Mid Shelf (C ) Repeat step 1 to assemble the Mid Shelf (C ). 

3. Assemble Top Shelf (B) Place the Top Shelf (B) over the top of the Side Assemblies (A) with the profiled 
edge facing forward. Secure with Allen Head Bolts (G), Lock Washers (H) and Flat Washers (I) using the 
Allen Head Wrench (J). Do not fully tighten at this time. See illustration #1.

4. Assemble Shelves Place the Wall Shelf upright. Insert the Shelf Support Pins (K) into the pre-drilled holes on 
the Side Assemblies (A). Slide the Large Loose Shelf Panel (F) between the Side Assemblies (A), Mid (C) and 
Base (D) Shelf Assemblies. Ensure the profiled edge is facing forward and that the panel is slanted forward 
also. Let the front edge rest on the front Shelf Support Pins. Push the back edge down to rest on the Shelf 
Support Pins at the back. Repeat this step to assemble the Small Loose Shelf Panel (E) by first sliding it in 
between the Side Assemblies (A), Top (B) and Mid (C) Shelf Assemblies. Now tighten all bolts. 

5. Attach Wood Caps (L) Insert the Wood Caps (L) into the pre-drilled holes on the Side Assemblies (A). See 
illustration # 2.
